goose, 
pork, ham and other extras — by 
a voluntary cut in its m eat ration 
during the last three weeks, 
In lieu of the cuts, each unit 
I will be credited with money to 
j buy Christmas supplies in addi­ 
tion to the seasonal ration allowed 
by the war office. 
The improved cigarette ration 
will perm it each man to receive 
free 40 to 50 cigarettes or two 
ounces of tobacco a week. 
Over 20,000 pounds of C hrist­ 
mas pudding will be made in Eng­ 
land and shipped over to France 
for the B. E. F., while mince pies 
and Christmas cakes will be made 
by French cooks who have already 
been supplied with recipes and are 
getting on with the work.

There have been sugges­ 
tions th a t Chicago w ithdraw from 
the Big Ten, bu t none, until to ­ 
day, had been so bold as to suggest 
C hicago quit intercollegiate g rid ­ 
iron com petition entirely. 
In a statem en t explaining its de­ 
cision, reached by unanim ous vote, 
the board, over the signatures of 
President H utchins and H arold H.

“The university believes in a th ­ 
letics and in a com prehensive pro­

all students. I t believes its p articu ­ 
la r interests and conditions are 
such th a t its students now de­ 
rive no special benefit from in ter­ 
collegiate football.

“The 
university looks on 
all 
sports as gam es which are conduct­ 
ed under its auspices for the re ­ 
creation of the students. The uni­ 
versity will continue to prom ote 
.intram ural sports and will encour­ 
age all students to participate in 
them . 
“This em phasis on athletics for 
all students a t the university has 
been steadily increasing during the 
la st 15 years, and there are m ore 
students taking p a rt in the twelve 
in tram u ral sports now sponsored 
by the university th an ever before,
